The Council and the City. 


The Mayor is doing well, in keeping 
the needs of the city before the Coun- 
cil and we trust that body will give 
him their full support in carrying out 
his recommendations. His messages 
yesterday urging expedition of work 
on street paving; the immediate re- 
moval of mud from the streets and the 
compelling of street railroads to make 
the grade of their lines conform with 
that of the streets are all directly to 
the point and we are glad to see that 


| the Council acted promptly on the last- 


named matter, giving the companies the 
alternative of carrying out their agree- 
ments or forfeiting their franchises. 
This has the right ring. The decision 
to pave First street trom Fort te the 
river is also good and cannot be carried 
‘out too soon. The condition of that 
street at present would be a disgrace 
to the pen of a respectable hog- 
slaughtering establishment, and is a 
constant menace to life and limb. | 

Another good piece of work done by 
the Council was vhe creation of the 
office of Building Inspector. A stop 
will now perhaps be put to the erection 
of disreputable-looking shanties and 
shaky buildings on our main streets. 
Another thing that should be altended 
to is the regulation of the lines of new 
streets. At present every one seems 
to lay out streets to suit their own 
ideas of convenience or profit, without 
any regard to the neighboring 
or the general plan of 
the city. As & consequence. one can 
hardly go half a dozen blocks on any 
new street without coming toa jog in 
| the lines where two tracts meet. Such 
a state of affairs should not be per- 
mitted fora moment in any city that 
expects to become a metropolis. It is 
very easy to regulate these . matters 
now, but after improvements have 
been made changes will be exprasive 
and often impracticable. 

Our City Fathers have a great re- 
sponsibility upon theirshoulders, which 
we trust they fully appreciate. They 
stand at the helm of municipal affairs 
ata critical period in the history of 
our fair-city. Los Angeles has thrown 
off the village habit which she wore 
for a centafry, and is rapidly assuming 
the garb of a great city. Upon the 
wisdom and public spirit of the pres- 
ent City Council depend to a great 
extent the attractiveness and pros- 
perity of Los Angeles in the immedi- 
ate future. We hope for the best and 
trust we shall not be disappointed. 


WASHINGTON real-estate men ate 
not far behind their western brethren 
in shrewdness.

The Claims of Mullan as 
State Agent. 


Made Upon the State. 


Representatives of Fruit-growers 
Wait Upon Manager Towne. 


Proposed Repablican State Clubs—Report of the

SAN FRANcisco, Jan. 30. — [Specia).] 
Ex-Surveyor-General Gardner has addressed 
along letter to Gov. Waterman from Oak- 
land, in which he calls attention to the 
claims of Capt. John Mullan as State Agent 
and attorney at Washington, D. C., to large 
sums of money from the State Treasury 
for alleged services rendered the State in 
connection with the direct tax and 5 per 
cent. claims. 
act of Congress imposing a direct tax, 2ach’ 
State and Territory was empowered to col- 
lect and pay into the United States Treas- 
ury its own: quota of, the same in lieu of 
compensation allowed United States asses- 
sors aud collectors. Fifteen per cent. was 
allowed to be deducted on this quota, 
which, in the case of California, whose 
direct tax was $254,538.67, would amount to 
$38,180.80. In accordance with the action of 
several States in appointing special agents 
at Washington to recover from the National 
Government the sums paid under the act of 
1861, and on the personal appeal of Mu!lan, 
who represented nothing would ever accrue 
to the State of California from this claim 
except through his (Mullan’s) personal 
efforts at Washington, Gov. Perkins was in- 
duced to appoint him special agent for the 
collection of said claim, leavini; to legisia- 
tion the question of recompense for his 
services. By a resolution of the Legisla- 
tion, adopted March 3, 1883, this compensa- 
tion was fixed at 20 per cent. of each of the 
sums or claims that may be by him collected 
from the United States, and to pay to him 
such per cent. out of moneys that may be 
collected by him and paid to this State on 
account of not only the direct tax, but of the’ 
claim of the State for 5 per cent. of the net 
prsceeds of the sale of her public lands. 
The ex-surveyor calls attention to the fact 
that the recerds of the Executive} 
Department of California do not show 
that Mullan was ever appointed by 
either Govs. Irwin, Perkins or Stoneman 
as agent forthe State in the collection of 
the 5 per cent. claim, and that the resolu- 
tion of the Legislature empowering him to 
act as such covers a deep scheme and is an 
ingenious contrivance, adruitly worded and 
cunningly devised, and never could have 
been inteuded by the Legislature had the 
full purport of the resolution been under- 
stood, and it will not stand the test of judi 
cial investigation. In conclusion, Gen. 
Gardner says: “Should the direct tax and 
5 per cent. claim bills become laws, the result 
will be the returning of #1,216,489 to the 
State treasury, and in pursuance of his 
claim Muilan would ask that 20 per cent., or 
$251,021.27, be paid him for his alleged 
services.| To pay him $1 out of this 
5 per cent appropriation would be an indi- 
rect violation of section 4, article 9, of the 
State Constitution.”” Ile further says: 
“Weare not aware of any extraordinary 
talents or eminent public services hereto- 
fore rendered by him, whereby Capt. John 
Mullan is able to manage the Congress of 
the United States to thé exclusion of our 
Senators and Representatives. As Senator 
Stanford has heretofore remarked, ‘the 
services of Capt. Mullan are in no wise 
necessary for the passage of any of these 
bills,’ and asks that Mullan’s appointment, 
such as it is, he revoked.”’ Ww.
